The forecast of a year ago that ‘it looks like a 
Holstein year’’ was very definitely borne out. The gen- 
eral average of $185.46 is the highest since 1929, and 
the number of animals sold is the highest since 1928. 
It is the first ‘‘million dollar’ year since 1929. This fol- 
lows the very good year of 1940, and represents an in- 
crease of 7% in average price along with an increase 
of 9.4% in the number sold. The 1941 average was 
made without benefit of as many large and important 
herd dispersals as were included in 1940 and several pre- 
ceding vears. The range of sale averages demonstrates 
rather strikingly the general strength of the Holstein 
market in 1941. , 


Top sale of the year for average price was $439 for 
the 60 head in the West Holstein Classic, held in the 
San Francisco Cow Palace April 21. The U. S. National 
Blue Ribbon Sale in November made an average of 
$400.50 for 61 head. Only two other sales exceeded the 
$300 average mark—the Royal Brentwood in June when 
98 head averaged $347 and the Don Mitchell Dispersal 
in Iowa December 15, when 53 were sold for an average 
of $3i3. This last was the top averaging dispersal of 
the year. The vreceding year recorded two $400 sales 
and five in the $300 bracket. However, the sales aver- 
aging $200 to $299 in 1941 total 27, and are found in 
a broad territory, including Massachusetts, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, Kansas, California and Washington. This 
compares with ten $200 sales in 1940; six in 193

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How Permanent is Type ?

the awarding of the purple ribbons, enthusiasm for 

dairy animals of excellent type reaches its annual 
between animals, slightly less than half to changes in 
peak. Although much of this enthusiasm subsides with 
the passing of the shows, good type retains an economic 
value which is shown by the prices paid for champions 
and by the fact that most breeders make their selections 
at least in part on the type of the individual. That type, 
good or bad, varies considerably and does not remain a 
fixed and permanent attribute of an animal (as is some- 
times unconsciously assumed) is well known to show- 
men. Animals on the show circuit often change from 
one show to another and sometimes get out of condition 
so that they become unsuitable for exhibition in spite of 
the herdsman’s best efforts. Records of senior cham- 
pions often reveal that they were not good enough as 
calves to be used in the show herd. Furthermore, 
changes are often noted in production herds where the 
animals are never fitted for show. The amount of the 
type variation that occurs from time to time, however, 
appears not to have been given any detailed study. 

Records kept on the stype of Holstein-Friesian 
herd at Iowa State College have permitted a brief in- 
vestigation of this problem. Since 1930 two independent 
sets of type ratings have been made on each animal in 
this herd. One set of ratings, known as station ratings, 
were made principally by Dr. J. L. Lush, in charge of 
the experimental projects in Animal Breeding. The 
herdsman and a graduate student were usually present 
when these ratings were made and some consideration 
was given to their independent opinions. Each animal] 
was rated during the week it reached the ages of six 
months, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7 years. When rating the 
animals, care was taken not to look at any previous rec- 
ords. The second set of ratings known as_ judges’ 
ratings were made by nationally known dairy judges 
at yearly intervals (one judge rating the herd each 
year). These ratings included all animals that were 
approximately six months of age or older. The stand- 
ards established and used by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation for Official Inspection and Classification of herds 
were used in both clagsifications except the ratings were 
extended to younger animals. The terms used to de- 
scribe the six classes into which the animals were di- 
vided were: poor, fair, good, good plus, very good, and 
excellent. 

Table I shows the ratings of a few of the cows in the 
station classification. Considerable variation occurred 
in the type of some of the animals while others changed 
little if any during the seven-year period. For example, 
cows 867 and 1011 were rated nearly the same at all 
ages, whereas 1025 and 1234 were up and down in their 
ratings. Similar changes occurred in the judges’ classi- 
fication. 

The permanence of the ratings as shown by the cor- 
relation coeffcient of all consecutive ratings was .52 and 
.382 in the station and judges’ classifications, respectively. 
If there had been no relationship between consecutive 
ratings of each cow the coefficients would have been 
zero while if the cows had differed from one another but 
each cow had always received the same rating the co- 
efficients would have been 1.00. In the station ratings 
a little more than half of the total variation in the type 


F; tne year with the advance of the show season and 


the animals from one period to another, and a small 
portion to average differences in the ratings of animals 
at different ages. In general, the first age ratings were 
a little higher but insignificantly so than the average 
and the second and third were slightly lower. This 
was observed in both sets of data. 


The ratings made at the different ages were com- 
pared to see which ratings were most closely like all the 
others. In both classifications the first age ratings (those 
under six months in the station classification and under 
ten months in the judges’ classification) were somewhat 
inferior, being only about half as repeatable as the other 
ratings. At and above one year of age there was little 
difference in the repeatability of the ratings although 
there was some tendency for the older estimates to be 
more permanent and more like all others. 


An increase in the length of interval between ratings 
had little effect upon their similarity. Ratings made 
four years apart averaged almost as much alike as rat- 
ings made only one year apart. This seems to indicate 
that most type changes take place within comparatively 


short periods and that there are few slow or steady 
trends which last two or more years. 
In the station classification 132 of the females had 


three or more ratings. Forty-two of these changed one 
official grade or less, sixty-four changed two or less 
official grades but more than one, and _ twenty-six 
changed more than two grades. It is generally assumed 
that genuine changes in the animals are the major cause 
of these variations but (1) changes in the judges’ ideals 
from one time to another (or between judges if more 
than one man makes the ratings), and (2) errors of the 
judge in making the ratings so that animals of approxi- 
mate merit are not always given the same ratings, un- 
doubtedly cause some shifts in type ratings. In an at- 
tempt to determine if the latter two causes were im- 
portant as reasons for changes, verbal descriptions of the 
animals were written at the time of each classification 
and were studied. With the small to medium shifts in 
type no specific causes could be ascertained from these 
descriptions. Of the larger shifts, however, 50 per cent 
seemed to have been caused mainly by udder changes, 
26 per cent by changes in general health, 12 per cent 
by inferior body conformation which later improved, 
and 12 per cent by miscellaneous causes, thus indicating 
that genuine changes in udder or general appearance of 
healthfulness are the major causes of at least the larger 
shifts. The large shifts occurred as frequently with the 
older animals as with the younger ones and were often 
found between consecutive ratings. A good example of 
the change that may take place in the type of a cow is 
that which occurred in the herd of Foy Finster, Eldora, 
Iowa, and is shown on page 27 in the May 25, 1940, 
issue of the Holstein-Friesian World. The cow as a 
yearly was a very rough, common, and unpromising 
heifer as judged by our present standards of type but 
developed into an excellent, mature individual. 


In predicting future ratings the use of two previous 
records gave more accurate estimates than one. This 
was true in both classifications. The use of three ratings 
gave only slight increases in the accuracy of the predic- 
tions. This may have been due to the small number of

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New York Annual Meeting 


President Wooster Re-elected—Cortland Wins Extension Contest—Dues 
Increased—State Program of Calf Vaccination Recommended 


HE annual meeting of the New York Holstein-Frie- 
I sian Association, held January 6 in Hornell, was 
reasonably well attended considering the sub-zero 
temperature and blizzards raging in many parts of the 
state and also considering the fact that Hornell is located 
a bit ‘‘off center’’ for the majority of the members. Most 
of the 22 local clubs were represented at the business 
session during the day and a crowd of upwards of 300 
attended the banquet in the Hotel Sherwood ball room 
in the evening. : 

Because of the weather and roads, the plan to open 
the meeting promptly at 9.30 had to be abandoned, as 
few except those who had arrived the night before had 
reached Hornell at that early hour and it was nearly 
eleven before President Carl Wooster called the meeting 
to order and addressed the meeting on the state of the 
industry. As Assistant Director of the Northeastern 
Division of AAA was able to give the meeting a review 
of the agricultural and dairy situation in the Northeast 
for the past year and a prediction of things to come in 
1942 that was of vital interest to everyone present. The 
talk was extemporaneous but we hope to have a copy of 
the stenographic record for later publication. 


Mayor Dennison of Hornell, who had been detained 
by a defense meeting, arrived while President Wooster 
was speaking and was introduced to welcome the con- 
vention and extend the keys to the city, following which 
Secretary W. D. Brown called the roll of delegates from 
local clubs and then gave his report, which showed a 
membership of 1,588, which represents a gain in senior 
members of 26 and a loss in junior members of 47 from 
the 1940 figures, this loss being due to the fact that one 
of the clubs that in the past has given junior member- 
ships to all 4-H members working with Holstein pro- 
jects, this year decided to spend that part of their 4-H ap- 
propriation on other methods of junior promotion. Secre- 
tary Brown congratulated the breeders of the state on 
their fine showing at New York State Fair, Eastern 
States Exposition and the National Dairy Show; men- 
tioned the presentation of the portrait of Commissioner 
Noyes to the National Association; referred to the 4-H 
work of the state, particularly the fine project of the 
Eastern New York Club in erecting a 4-H building on 
their county fair grounds; and announced the purchase 
by the State Association of the Holstein moving picture 
film, which will be available to clubs, schools and or- 
ganizations at any time. His recommendations for the 
coming year included an intense membership campaign. 
and the promotion of more Black and White Shows in 
the various localities and urged local clubs to encourage 
their members to take advantage of the Herd Classifica- 
tion under the group plan and to promote more better 
breeding programs in their communities. 

The Treasurer’s report, given by the veteran treas- 
urer, Frank Wavle, showed total receipts of $7,888.05 
and expenditures of $7,673.65, to leave a balance in 
the bank of $244.40 besides $30 in petty cash, and total 
resources of the association of just over $5,000. Harry 
J. Stowe of Elmira reported for the Auditing Committee 
that the books had been audited and found correct and 
in excellent condition. 


Mr. Wavle also presented the budget for 1942 based 
on estimated receipts of $3,700 from dues and $3,600 
from the National Association, which budget was formal- 
ly adopted. He announced the action of the directors in 
voting to purchase Defense Bonds with the $1,400 in 
the sinking fund and this action was ratified by the 
meeting. 

The proposed amendment to the By-Laws, raising 
the annual dues from $3.00 to $3.50, was explained, dis- 
cussed and unanimously passed. Of this $3.50, one dol- 
lar is returned to the local club from which the member- 
ship originated, seventy-five cents paid for a World sub- 
scription and $1.75 used for general purposes of the 
State Association. 

Following lunch, M. 8S. Prescott presented the report 
of the Legislative and Milk Committee in which he gave 
great credit to Owen D. Young for his leadership in the 
fight for a living price for milk. He told of the legal 


controversy with the Golden Guernsey organization of 

New York State which is still seeking preferential treat- 

ment for Guernsey milk under the milk order and cred- 

ited the National Association with valuable assistance in 
this fight for a fair treatment of the milk of other 
breeds. 

Dorr McLaury, Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the National Association, spoke briefly on National 
Association affairs. 

Glen M. Householder, Director of Extension Service 
of the National Association, was introduced and gave a 
fine talk, pointing out the great part America must play 
in restocking the world with dairy cattle after the war 
is over. He referred to the fact that while New York 
State now has 5,530 of the more than 32,000 members 
of the National Association, only 2,241 of them are 
active members and offered the cooperation of the Na- 
tional Association in making a survey of some repre- 
sentative county of the state to find out why so many of 
the members have become inactive and also why so many 
breeders doing business with the Nationa] Association 
have not become members. 

Prof. H. A. Willman, State 4-H Club leader, spoke 
briefly, recommending that points be allowed for each 
grade or scrub bull replaced by a pure bred sire in a 4-H 
herd, after which Secretary Brown announced the 4-H 
awards in each county and the long time membership 
medals and tabs for each county. 

M. S. Prescott reported for the special committee on 
Calf Vaccination and presented a resolution which had 
been drawn up by the committee with the cooperation 
of Dr. Birch and which he stated was approved by Dr. 
Birch except on one rather minor point. The resolution 
follows: 

Resolution on Calf Vaccination 

Calf vaccination, under proper official supervision 
and in conjunction with blood testing, has demonstrated 
its value and economy as an effective method of control 
of Bang’s disease, with minimum cost to herd owners 
and to the state in the slaughter of valuable breeding 
and producing animals. It now assumes special im- 
portance under war conditions when dairymen are striv- 
ing to the utmost to produce greatly increased quotas 
of indispensable dairy products. 

We recognize the presant calf vaccination prograimn 
in this state as only a first step under a more or less 
experimental appropriation. We do not feel that is is 
proving at all adequate to meet the existing situation, 
requiring herd owners who make use of calf vaccination 
to assume handicaps in the maintenance of breeding 
herds and the sale of breeding animals that will defi- 
nitely discourage the broad use of this proved effective 
method of Bang’s disease control. 

We strongly urge our State to set up a three-point 
plan of Bang’s control along the lines definitely approved 
and recommended by the Federal Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, and already in operation in many states. This 
would include: 

Plan A—Test and Slaughter, a continuation of the pres- 
ent Approved Herd System, for benefit of owners 
of Approved Bang-Free herds who do not desire ‘io 
employ vaccination. 

Plan B—tTest and Slaughter, with Vaccination of calves, 
with definite status as an Approved Vaccinated Herd 
when all unvaccinated animals have met the require- 
ments of Plan A, and all properly vaccinated animals 
over 30 months of age are negative to the blood test. 
Indemnities for reactors removed should be paid on 
essentially the same basis as under Plan A. 

Plan C—Test and Hold, with Vaccination. Under this 
plan, which is urged for all herds carrying more than 
8% of known infection, calves would be officially 
vaccinated to grow up as eventual replacements for 
the positive cows, which would be retained in pro- 
duction as long as useful. No indemnities would be 
paid under Plan C. Herds under this plan should be 
eligible to move up to Plan B, whenever the residual 
infection was sufficiently reduced.

Auction Sales of 1941 


UR annual summary of Holstein auction sales is 
OC) presented as the leading feature of this issue. Again 

it makes pleasing reading, as the record of the 
year surpasses the good year of 1940 in both volume 
and average price, and represents by far the best sale 
year since 1929. It is the first year since 1929 that we 
have been able to report a “‘million dollar’ year in Hol- 
stein auction sales. 

Of continued significance is the willingness of buyers 
to pay for known production. Cows with CTA records 
on the average sold for $47 more than cows without 
records of their own or on their dams. These figures 
cover a large enough group in each case to be really 
significant. Cows with Herd Test records (HIR) sold 
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for $32 more than the CTA record cows, and the cows 
with AR records were $58 above the Herd Test group. 
It still pays to make records, and breeders should not 
discontinue this activity even under stress of serious 
labor shortage where it ean possibly be avoided. It 
pays in the present and likewise in the future through 
the offspring. 

We also present in this issue brief summaries of the 
auction sale results just announced for the Guernseys 
and Jerseys. Both sold substantially increased numbers, 
but neither quite maintained their average prices of 
1940, the Jerseys being down $4.49 at $142.96 for 
2839 head, and Guernseys down about $1.00 at $224.16 
for 4612 head. It was their first million dollar auction 
sale year. 

The Guernsey sale report gives analysis of the 
figures relating to records, which show the same trend 
of appreciation as in the Holstein sales. The thing thar 
impresses us most as differing from our Holstein situa- 
tion is the fact that 35% of the females over 2 years 
old offered in Guernsey auctions last year had AR re- 
cords, while in the Holstein sales the percentage was 
5.4%. If 35% of our cows sold last year had made the 
average of the 5.4% of AR cows we actually did sell, 
it would have increased our general average by more 
than $50 and would have added over $300,000 to our 
sale total. Isn’t this rather striking evidence of the im- 
portance of AR work in merchandising our animals? 

In studying the Holstein sale summary, we call parti- 
cular attention to the chronological table of sales of the 
year. It seems to us quite significant that the sales of the 
last half and the final quarter of the year were so con- 
sistently better. We feel that it promises well for 1942, 
and that the price trend will continue definitely upward 
for sometime to come. War conditions and the ensuing 
peace which must eventually follow, will place special 
emphasis upon food production—and efficient machinery 
of production, like the Holstein cow, will be in con- 
tinued high demand. We must not fail to meet the chal- 
lenge.

Proposed Bang’s Program for New York 

HE New York Holstein-Friesian Asosciation at its 
l recent annual meeting, approved a new program of 

Bang’s Control for New York State, as embodied in 
the resolution, which was unanimously adopted, which 
appears in full elsewhere in this issue in connection with 
the report of the meeting. 

Copy of this resolution, which was worked out by a 
special committee after careful study and conference 
with Dr. R. R. Birch of Cornell, will be presented to 
Commissioner Noyes and it is hoped will receive favor- 
able consideration by Department officials. 

The feeling of the breeders is very definitely that 
calf vaccination should be encouraged and that slaughter 
of cows for Bang’s reaction in this time of emergency 
should be kept at a minimum. 

This suggested program, which is closely in line 
with Dr. Mohler’s suggestions and with programs many 
other states are putting into effect, should be effective 
in accomplishing both of these objectives. Very unsat- 
isfactory to breeders is the present set-up which con- 
fines indemnity payments entirely to herds in the pro- 
gram that are not practicing vaccination. 

Under the new proposal herds that are giving any 
persistent trouble would be weeded out of the present 
Approved Herd program, and put under one of the plans 
with vaccination. It is felt by the breeders that if the 
lines were drawn carefully enough here, present funds 
could be made to carry on the indemnity program under 
both Plans A and B, with Plan C providing a service 
for all herds in the program from which it would in- 
volve any considerable expense for removal and slaugh- 
ter of reactors. 

We observe a growing trend of interest on the part 
of breeders in the employment of vaccination for mature 
cows. We believe there is still a lot to be learned in 
that direction. Is there not a possibility that many 
desirable reacting cows in herds under the Approved 
Herd System could be spared from slaughter and placed 
in herds already containing reactors operating under 
the proposed Plan C at a substantial saving to the State 
and to the dairy industry? It does not seem to us like 
an entirely crazy idea, nor that large scale experimental 
work in the vaccination of such cows should he under- 
taken. 
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However, of main importance for immediate action 
is a set-up for Approved or Certified Vaccinated Herds 
for the benefit of progressive breeders with substantially 
clean herds who desire to carry on calf vaccination for 





their protection.

O much in the limelight. Montvic Pathfinder, whose 

daughters won ranking as All-American Get of 
Sire in 1941, has already earned a distinguished place 
in the Holstein Hall of Fame, even though yet a compara- 
tively young sire. As a sire of show ring prize winners, 
he now joins the exclusive class hithertoo occupied 
only by Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, Cornell sire, 
with two daughters winning All-American honors in the 
milking classes. Montvic Bonheur Pietje B was All- 
American 4-year-old this year (and Reserve 3-year-old 
last year) and Montvic Bonheur Black Beauty was All- 
American 3-year-old of 1940. 

As a sire of production he is equally outstanding 
His daughter, Montvic Bonheur Hartog, is the world’ 
champion 4-year-old on 3-time milking with 1,153 lbs 
fat (4.75%) while his first 24 daughters have made 33 
records averaging 594.6 lbs fat, 14,743 lbs milk, 4.03%. 
at an average age of 2 years, 286 days, all made in 
heifer form on 2 or 3-time milking. 

Pathfinder was born with a silver spoon in his mouth, 
so to speak. His dam, Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur, 
four times an All-American winner, and later chosen 
as Reserve All-Time All-American Aged Cow, was a dis- 
tinguished daughter of the four-times All-American sire, 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. She made a record of 862 
Ibs fat, 4.05%, being one of an entire list averaging 
4%. His sire, Montviec Chieftain, was a distinguished 
son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst out of Triune Papoose 
Piebe (6 times All-American), the All-Time All-Ameri- 
can Aged Cow. Her record was 897 lbs fat, 4.09%, she 
being the fifth generation of dams with records above 
880 lbs fat and all testing over 4%. So, considerable 
was expected of young Pathfinder—and few will dispute 
the fact that he has delivered up to those expectations.

Records Still Pay 

As in previous years, the value of production records 
is made clear when they are offered at auction. This is 
strikingly illustrated by the information tabulated in 
Table II, with comparable figures for 1940. These fig- 
ures are based on results in 87 sales from which marked 
catalogs were received, and covering a total of 5,570 an- 
imals. It will be noted that AR cows this year averaged 
$309.22, which is down a bit from 1940, due principally 
to the Femco animals in 1940. Bulls from AR dams 
averaged $257.14, which is also slightly down from 1940 
for the same reason. Heifers from untested dams were 
down $1.00 in average, perhaps reflecting the feed situa- 
tion in some important markets. Every other classifica- 
tion is appreciably higher in 1941. 


Untested cows from dams without records are up 
$23 and there is still a spread of $137 between them 
and the average for cows with AR records. Note that 
known production as recorded both in Herd Test and 
CTA also carries a substantially higher level, both for 
the cows themselves and their offspring. Pleasingly a 
smaller proportion of bulls from dams without records 
was offered this year than last, and perhaps than for 
any year past, only 60 out of 750 reported. They were 
apparently more carefully selected and their average of 
$108.51 was up from $95.93 in 1940. The average for 
bulls from AR dams was $257.14, still a margin of 
nearly $150 in favor of the record dams. There is real 
food for study in this table.

PRIORITIES SET FOR FARM EQUIPMENT 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


A new order issued by the Office of Production Man- 
agement guarantees a supply of new farm implements 
to supplement equipment now on farms in the produc- 
tion and harvest of 1942 crops. To manufacturers the 
order assigns a high defense rating, A-3, to enable them 
to produce approximately 83 per cent of the farm ma- 
chinery and about 150 per cent of repair parts based on 
the 1940 levels. Varying production limitations are set 
on different types of farm machinery. The order is 
based on the 1942 Food for Freedom goals, estimated 
1942 labor supply, and machinery already available. It 
thus permits a greater production of farm machinery 
which contributes directly to the planting and harvesting 
of crops in which increases are asked by the Department 
of Agriculture. Reductions were ordered in the produc- 
tion of farm implements used in making crops which do 
not require high levels of production. 

With definite limitations now placed on the manu- 
facture of farm implements, farmers are urged by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture to give immediate atten- 
tion to the repair of their machinery. It is pointed out 
that OPM has purposely set aside metals to produce 159 
per cent of repair parts, so that the farm machinery 
repair campaign might be accelerated. 

Agriculture is assured a reasonably adequate supply 
of bale ties, nails and wire rope, according to the Office 
of Agricultural Defense Relations. It reports that OPM 
has revised the Steel Warehouse Order M-21b by creat- 
ing a new classification. It includes bale ties, nails, 
welding rods (uncoated), and wire rope with an A-9 
rating provided to secure delivery of 100 per cent of the 
amount supplied in the corresponding quarter of 1940. 
The warehouse may secure up to 140 per cent, but the 
priority only extends to 100 per cent. Wire, woven 
fence wire, poultry netting, stucco netting, barbed wire, 
staples, fence posts and gates: tin and terne plate (short 
ternes) and galvanized sheet and strip are protected by 
the A-9 rating up to 70 per cent, with a maximum of 
110 per cent allowed. Farmers do not need priority 
ratings themselves to secure these steel products, but 
should obtain them from their usual suppliers. 

Farmers, gardeners and fruit growers were recently 
asked by the Department to conserve and make economi- 
cal use of insecticides and fungicides, in view of reduced 
supplies of certain ingredients. Priority Order P-87 
enables manufacturers to secure materials needed to 
make enough sprays, dusts and dips. Farmers do not 
need a priority rating to secure insecticides, germicides 
and fungicides, but should order through their usual 
channels. Copper, used in Bordeaux mixture, is a criti- 
cal defense material, and only limited supplies are avail- 
able for other than strict military uses. However, Order 
P-87 provides for an adequate supply of copper sulphate 
for the nation’s food growers, provided distribution is 
is equitable and waste eliminated. No restrictions exist 
on supplies of arsenic used in lead arsenate and calcium 
arsenate, sulphur for lime-sulphur sprays, or tobacco 
by-products. 

OPA Administrator Leon Henderson says that used 
bag prices have doubled during 1941, and are threaten- 
ing to get completely out of hand, especially on the 
West Coast. Urgent demands from the Army and Navy

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GREAT BROOD COW DIES 


Lyda Aaggie Hazelwood 1996532, 
great 10-year-old brood cow owned 
by S. B. Hall, Troutdale, Ore., died 
recently, from the result of a foreign 
body which punctured her lungs. 
“Lyda,’’ bred by A. B. Funk, Spra- 
gue, Wash., has only recently been 
placed on advanced registry test, and 
she was producing nearly 100 pounds 
of butterfat a month. 

During the past year her two 
daughters, Ormsby Aaggie Tilda and 
Lola Aaggie Myretta have completed 
Class B records of 940.5 and 882 
Ibs fat respectively. ‘“‘Tilda’’ was a 
six-year-old and ‘‘Lola’” was four.

Guernsey Sale Prices 


The current issue of Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal presents the sum- 
mary of 1941 Guernsey auction sales. 
They held 99 sales in which 4612 
head were sold for $1,033,810.90, or: 
an average of $224.16. This com- 
pares with their 1940 general figures 
of $901,411 for 4003 head, an aver- 
age of $225.18. Their numbers are 
up 15%, with a decrease of 98 cents 
in average selling price. In their 
sales, 850 females with AR records 
were sold for an average of $327.72; 
712 cows over 2 years old, without 
records but from AR dams averaged 
$291.87, while 825 cows without 
either an AR record or an AR dam 
averaged $193.72. Strikingly, 35% 
of these Guernsey females over 2 
years old had AR records; another 
30% were from AR record dams, 
and only 35% had neither an AR 
record or an AR record dam. The 
range of the 99 Guernsey sales was 
from $812.98 for the Coventry Sale 
down to $78.85 for a Wisconsin 
county offering. There were eight 
sales in their list averaging under 
$100; 24 that averaged between 
$100 and $150; 26 that averaged 
from $150 to $200 and 41 that made 
averages over $200. Of these, six 
were in the $300 range; seven others 
in the $400 bracket, two more above 
$500 in addition to the $812 top. 
Their highest individual price was 
$4550 for a bull; $3200 for a 
female. While they had eight sales 
averaging higher than the highest 
Holstein sale of the year, there were 
a dozen lower than our lowest. 


Jersey Sale Prices 


During 1941, The Jersey Bulletin 
received reports of 70 Jersey auc- 
tions, in which 2839 head were sold 
for $405,887, an average of $142.96. 
This compares with 1940 figures of 
42 sales in which 2027 head averag- 
ed $147.45. Numbers sold, accord- 
ingly, were up about 40%; average 
selling price down 4.49. The range 
in sale averages was from a top of 
$429.58 for 36 head in the National 
Sale at Far Hills, down to $68.50 
for a heifer sale. There were eight 
sales listed with averages above 
$200 (including two over $400) and 
15 under $100. The price of beef 
does not put as strong a bottom 
under these prices as is the case 
with the larger breeds. 

Top individual price was $1700 for 
a cow. 





RECORD AVERAGE FOR S.P.S.M. 


The highest butterfat preduction 
average ever attained by a Michigan 
herd of more than 100 milking cows, 
is the 470.2-lb average just complet- 
ed by the 167 cows at the State 
Prison of Southern Michigan. The 
entire herd was milked three times 
daily, for an average of 304 days per 
cow per year. 


There was a wide range in ages of 
cows in the herd, the oldest being 
14 years and the youngest 2 years 
1 month, with 12 percent more than 


10 years of age and 25 percent under 
four years. 


The Prison herd has been on Herd 
Test for the past four years, this be- 
ing the highest average yet reached.

Canadian Annual Meeting Feb. 4 


The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada will hold its 59th annual 
meeting in Toronto, Wednesday, 
February 4. The Royal York Hotel 
is headquarters. The meeting is 
scheduled to start at 10 A. M. (EST) 
(Toronto is on year round daylight 
saving time), with President B. H. 
Thomson in the chair. 

The forenoon session is given over 
largely to reports of officers and 
committees, and they will show a 
year of real progress just closed. The 
membership has now grown to 7400 
active members. 


Few subjects of a controversial na- 
ture are listed in the agenda of the 
meeting. One relates to a quorum of 
the Board of Directors and provides 
that a majority of its members shall 
constitute a quorum. The old by-law 
required eight Directors, but as the 
Board has now grown to 25 mem- 
bers, the change is clearly in order. 

Another amendment relates to re- 
quirement for imports from the Uni- 
ted States, and simply implements 
the reciprocal plan agreed upon by 
the recent joint committee of the 
two associations. 

Secretary Clemons also introduces 
on behalf of the Executive Commit- 
tee a series of clarifying amend- 
ments regarding registry applica- 
tions, including one covering artifi- 
cial insemination along the same line 
as that which is used by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. Another puts a top limit on 
penalty fees for delayed transfer, up 
to $10.50 for members; $11.00 for 
non-members. The present rule adds 
50 cents per month, without any top 
limit. A new requirement of an affi- 
davit in applying for duplicate cer- 
tificates of registry is introduced at 
the request of the National Records. 

Fifteen Ontario directors will be 
elected by the Ontario members pres- 
ent; nine of these to come from 


Western Ontario; six from Eastern 
Ontario. Directors from the other 
provinces are elected by mail vote, 
and Secretary Clemons announces 
the following elected for 1942: 


British Columbia, W. H. Hicks, 
Agassiz: Alberta, J. W. Hosford, 
South Edmonton; Saskatchewan, R. 
E. Stewart, Regina: Manitoba, L. G. 
Breyfogle, Union Point; Quebec, C.

Paul’s Anglican Church, Toronto, 
widely recognized as one of Canada’s 
most gifted speakers, will be guest 
speaker, and as he has only recently 
returned from a trip to Great Brit- 
ian, he will have a message of un- 
usual interest and inspiration.

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A Visit At Knollwood 


With this issue of the World a new 
member is added to the growing 
family of regular World advertisers 
—Daniel I. Mayne’s’' Knollwood 
Farm, located four miles south of 
Union Hill, seven miles east of 
Rochester. Last week we paid a 
short visit to Knollwood Farm in 
order to give a better introduction 
to World readers of Mr. Mayne and 
the herd he is building in western 
New York. 


A very busy attorney for the 
Eastman Kodak Company, Mr. 
Mayne, and for that matter, Mrs. 


Mayne and the three boys, have long 
had an impulse to become farmers. 
The present 160 acre farm was pur- 
chased in 1937, along with the herd 
of mixed grade and registered Hol- 
steins then on it. 


To begin the breeding program 
Mr. Mayne purchased the proven 
sire, Fishkill Sir May Aaggie from 
Morganthau & Hoose, Fishkill, N. Y., 
a bull with a Class C index of 565 
Ibs fat, 3.9% test. The grade cows 
were weeded out and the pure breds 
culled severely until today there are 
only two left, both highly creditable 
animals which Mr. Mayne is glad to 
have in his foundation herd. There 
is now a nice string of daughters of 
the “Sir May’’ bull, high testers 
with very pleasing udders. 

Further foundation animals have 
been added with an eye to family 
relationships. Four mature cows 
came from the herd of Carl Clarke, 
Andover, N. Y., three of them 
daughters of the proven Clarke herd 
sire, Sir Jewel Butter Boy Colantha. 
All four have records averaging 600 
lbs fat. Recently purchased are six 
more heifers from the Clarke herd, 
all related to the above cows, and 
all making first calf records above 
400 lbs fat, one over 500 lbs, on 
two-time milking.

for sandbags have been superimposed upon the existing 
heavy requirements for bags to package industrial and 
agricultural products. Burlap imports may be completely 
interrupted by the Far East war situation. Production 
of new cotton textile bags cannot be increased fast 
enough to make up for the threatened burlap deficiency. 
‘Used bags have become a vital war material overnight 
in areas threatened with attack by our enemies,’”’ Mr. 
Henderson said. ‘To profiteer in articles so urgently 
needed to protect American lives and property is repre- 
hensible. My office will enlist the support of all other 
agencies of the Government, if necessary, to enforce the 
maximum price schedule,’”’ issued December 16. 


Lessing J. Rosenwald, Chief of the Bureau of Indus- 
trial Conservation, calls on the public to save for war 
production all waste paper, rags, metals, and old rubber. 
He says that, “in homes, shops, factories, on farms and 
city dumps, and in automobile ‘graveyards,’ there is a 
huge, untapped mine of scrap metal, paper, rags and 
rubber. Not one pound of this rich potential stock pile 
must be left lying idle and unused.’’ The Bureau recom- 
ments that “scrap metals, paper of all kinds, rags, old 
tires and inner tubes sold to local collectors, or given 
to collecting charities. Waste materials dealers usually 
are listed in telephone books. As a general rule, collec- 
tors will not call for less than 100 pounds of waste paper, 
so that in many instances it will be wiser for the average 
householder to deliver small quantities directly to a 
dealer, in order to expedite the return of the material 
to production.”

animals in this part of the study as it would seem likely 
when repeatability of type ratings is low as was indicated 
in this study that a third, fourth, and possibly a fifth 
rating would give more information regarding the true 
type of an animal although of course, additional ratings 
would not add as much more predictive value as was 
gained by the first or second ratings. 


Thus, it is evident that type is not a highly perma- 
nent attribute of an animal. In fact, the correlations 
of .52 and .32 indicate that type ratings are just about 
as repeatable as yearly milk or fat records. (Correla- 
tion coefficients for consecutive milk or fat records of 
cows within a herd are usually about .4, rarely being 
smaller than .3 or larger than .5.) Dairymen can, there- 
fore, place about the same confidence in the selection 
of animals on the basis of one type record as they can 
on the basis of one production record. In view of this, 
breed associations may in the future find it desirable 
to repeat type classifications for several years in order 
to locate the animals which truly are among the breed’s 
best in type. Special recognition for show animals 
which have kept high average merit over a period of 
years might be of similar value if the fitting and show- 
ing did not interfere with their real business of repro- 
duction. 


This study indicates that: (1) type as indicated by 
one inspection is of about the same permanence as yearly 
milk or fat records, (2) ratings made at young ages 
(under ten months of age) are not as repeatable as 
those made at one year of age or older, (3) ratings in- 
crease in repeatability only slightly, if at all, after one 
year of age, (4) ratings made two, three, and four years 
apart are about as much alike as those made one year 
apart, (5) changes in udder and in general health may 
cause large shifts in type ratings, and (6) two ratings 
and possible three or more are desirable in estimating 
an animal’s future type. Thus, breeders should be 
rather conservative in the selecting or culling for type 
on the basis of single ratings or at very young ages.

present emergency by including in Plans A and B only 
herds with histories that indicate that they may be 
cleaned up without great public expense; that a careful 
re-check be made of the records of all herds now under 
supervision, and all so-called ‘“‘problem’”’ herds’ be 
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dropped therefrom and directed to come under Plan C. 


We urge that the status of officially vaccinated ani- 
mals, both during their normal period of high titer and 
after resuming a negative status, be clearly defined, 
for inter-state as well as intra-state movement. 


Finally, we recommend that careful study be made 
by our State Livestock Sanitary Officials to determine 
the possibility, under state appropriations, of having 
the preliminary blood testing of herds coming under this 
program, done at state expense, with the vaccination, 
where recommended, to be done at the expense of the 
owner, with the state furnishing the vaccine. 


Clarence Lyons, secretary of the Pennsylvania Feder- 
ation of Holstein-Friesian Clubs, was introduced and 
invited the New York breeders to attend the Pennsyl- 
vania Farm Show at Harrisburg, with Holsteins being 
judged on Wednesday, January 21. 


Paul Smith, chairman of the Resolutions Committee, 
presented three resolutions, the first of which recom- 
mended that the state program of milk advertising be 
continued and this was unanimously passed. The sec- 
ond resolution, offered by Mr. Smith with his own dis- 
approval as Director of the State Fair, recommended 
that the State Fair policy be changed to permit the first 
three 4-H animals in each class to show in the open class 
without previous entry and without payment of an entry 
fee. After full discussion, the resolution was passed, 
with an amendment providing that such 4-H members 
be required to pay the regular entry fee. The third 
resolution directed the State Association to sponsor at 
the National Convention next June an amendment to 
permit 4-H members owning five or more Holsteins to 
become regular life members of the National Association 
upon the payment of $12.50. This resolution was lost 
by a divided vote. 


James H. Stone, chairman of the Nominating Com- 
mittee, reported that the three districts whose directors’ 
terms expire this year had submitted to his committee 
the following names: J. H. Reagan for District 5 (Onon- 
daga, Oswego and Madison); Frank J. Walton for Dis- 
trict 6 (Jefferson and St. Lawrence) and E. J. Karlen 
for District 7 (Oneida, Lewis and Herkimer). All were 
unanimously elected. Retiring directors from the three 
districts, who under the by-law adopted last year, were 
ineligible to succeed themselves, were Robert C. Church, 
Carl M. Randall and Alson D. Weller. 

As the meeting closed, Richard Chapman made the 
suggestion that the State Fair make a ruling regarding 
the blanketing of cattle in the barns and after some dis- 
cussion the meeting adjourned without taking action.

The committee had made 
reservations for 300 and only a few vacant seats were 
noticed. Glen M. Householder presided in his usual 
happy manner as toastmaster and the principal speaker 
was Hon. Dutton S. Peterson, a member of the New York 
Assembly who is also a Methodist clergyman and a vet- 
eran of World War I.

ANNUAL SUMMARY IOWA CTA 

Production in Iowa is making a 
steady increase from year to year. 
During the 33 years that cow test- 
ing associations have been in opera- 
tion in the state average production 
of cows tested has increased from 
5,260 lbs milk and 207.1 lbs of fat 
to a new high mark set last year of 
340 lbs fat and 8,567 lbs milk. 
This is an increase of 9 pounds of 
butterfat than in 1940 and 15 
pounds more than in 1939, both of 
which years had set new records. 
The increase in production was ob- 
tained with more associations, more 
herds, and more cows than the year 
before. 

The new report includes 70 asso- 
ciations, 1,731 herds and 39,375 
cows. Last year 8,147 cows were 
removed from herds, 34% for low 
production, 29% for dairy purposes, 
8% for udder trouble, 7% for ster- 
ility, 5% for Bang’s Disease. 9,407 
cows were added to herds during 
the year as replacements for those 
removed, 7,437 of them being heif- 
ers raised, and 1,970 cows bought. 
Of the cows bought, about one-third 
were purebreds. 

Alvin Lueder, supervisor of the 
Washington DHIA won the first 
prize for the Records and Reports 
Contest. The Pioneer Association 
of Blackhawk County has the first 
leg on the new Standard Association 
Contest trophy, and also were high in 
the Better Holstein Sire Contest. 
Dallas Association led for all breeds, 
with Pioneer third, Story second. 

The sire index award went to F. A. 
Chester and Sons, Plainfield on their 
senior herd sire, Carnation Ormsby 
Supreme, with an index of 529 lbs 
fat on 23 pairs of dams and daugh- 
ters. 

Highest producing herd in the state 
was owned by V. L. Smith, Central 
City, with a 28-cow average of 600.4 
Ibs fat, three-time milking. 














Smith’s 8-year-average is 510.5 lbs 
fat. Other 500-lb Holstein herds 
were as follows: Claude Wylam, 
Waverly, 523.5 lbs; Oakdale Sana- 
tarium, 500.9 lbs; Training School 
for Girls, Mitchellville, 500.7 lbs; 
H. A. Jacobson, Sioux City, 503.5 
lbs; Iowana Holstein Farms, Betten- 
dorf, 537.6 lbs; Anton Heitshuson, 
South Amana, 509.9 lbs; Alfred Dyk- 
huizen, Sheldon, 523.5 lbs; and A. H.

IOWA LIFETIMERS 

Iowa dairymen are asked by their 
State College Extension Department 
each year to nominate the members 
of their herds that have produced 
over a ton of butterfat in their lives 

The 1941 record shows 113 Hol- 
stein dairymen nominating 579 Hol- 
stein cows of which 428 have pro- 
duced between 2,000-3,000 lbs fat: 
107 between 3,000-4,000 lbs; while 
44 have produced more than 4,000 
lbs. . 

Two hundred forty-eight Jersey 
cows were nominated by 43 breeders 
165 being in the 2,000-lb class, 64 
in the 3,000-lb class, and 19 in the 
4,000-lb class. 

Guernsey breeders nominated 201 
cows from 62 Herds, 135 of which 
are in the 2,000-lb group, 48 in the 
3,000-lb group, and 18 in the 4,000- 
lb group. 

Brown Swiss breeders nominated 
21 cows in the 2,000-lb class, 4 with. 
3,000 lbs, and 3 having over 4,000 
lbs. Four Ayrshire certificates were 
awarded, 3 in the 2,000-lb class and 
1 in the 3,000-lb class.

CANADA SETS PRICE CEILINGS 

The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board of Canada has established 
price ceilings on products and com- 
modities sold in Canada. A state- 
ment issued November 26 clarifies 
the order, as it relates to farm prod- 
ucts. The ceiling order does not 
apply directly to sales from primary 
producers to dealers, processors or 
manufacturers. When sold direct to 
consumers, however, the prices shall 
not be higher than the maximum re- 
tail prices during the basic period 
(Sept. 1 5to Oct. 11) for the same 
products in the same area. The price 
of these has been set at a maximum 
of 25 cents per pound which is im- 
portant to all Canadian dairymen, 
and should help to stimulate larger 
production, which is greatly desired.

“Dairy contests which I have par- 
ticipated in are the Showmanship 
contest in 1930-1940, winning rib- 
bons each time, Dairy judging con- 
test in 1936, winning fifth in Gene- 
see County, 1940, winning third on 
the Genesee County team which 
placed ninth at State Fair, 1941 win- 
ning first on the Genesee County 
team and placing eleventh individ- 
ually at the State Fair. 

“The feed for the dairy cows has 
been a mixture of 1200 pounds of 
oats, 1000 pounds of 30% G. L. F. 
Supplemental feed, 600 pounds of 
corn meal, 500 pounds of bran, 40 
pounds of salt, 40 pounds of bone 
meal. The calves and yearlings have 
been receiving this same grain ra- 
tion. At the present time we have 
started using a calf starter and a 
fitting ration for the younger calves. 

“The grain for each animal is 
weighed each feeding and the silage 
is measured for each cow. The hay 
for the cattle is of good quality, 
being alfalfa and clover. The cattle 
receive the same feed and care the 
year around, having adopted the 
practice of summer barn feeding due 
to the small pasture which we 
have.”’ 

Shirley Tifft, 1941 State Champion 
Holstein girl makes this comment in 
her record book:

Hearings will start during the 
week of January 5 concerning 
further amendments of the New 
York Federal State Milk Market 
Order. Dairy groups are united in 
their requests for a number of 
changes which involve enlargement 
of the territory covered by the mar- 
ket order to include a number of up- 
state markets and parts of New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania whose surplus 
production now goes to New York 
City; changes in cooperative service 
payments, and changes in the Class 
I price which without amendment 
now would drop from $3.11 to $2.20 
per cwt. on April 1. A new class I 
price of $3.86 is asked by the pro- 
ducer groups. The December uni- 
form price was announced as $2.76 
for 3.5% milk at the 200-210 mile 
zone. The November price was 
$2.82. 


Wisconsin’s Milk Control law ex- 
pired in December after eight years 
of operation. It had been renewed 
biennially by the state legislature, 
but the last legislature failed to take 
any action. A careful, unbiased 
study and analysis of milk control 
effects and an outline for a future 
program is now being urged by Wis- 
ionsin leaders. 


Hearings have been in progress 
since October relating to a possible 
Federal-State Milk Market Order for 
Philadelphia. The State Milk Con- 
trol Board is having its difficulties 
here with so much ‘inter-state’ milk 
coming into this market. 

New Jersey producers are asking 
for a Class I price increase to $4.17 
per cwt. for 3.5 milk. The present 
price under the milk control order 
is $3.37. The new price would con- 
template a 2-cent a quart increase to 
consumers. 


Recent price increases granted in 
the St. Louis market area figure 
Class I milk at $1.00 per cwt. above 
the evaporated paying pfice, for 
July through November 1, 90 cents 
above for December through March, 
and 80 cents above for April through 
June. On the basis of current prices 
this will increase the Class I price 
to $3.15 from the previous figure of 
$2.74. 

PENN. STATE OFFERS SHORT 

COURSE 

State College, Pa.—Two_ short 
courses of interest to the young 
farmers of Pennsylvania will open 
at the Pennsylvania State College on 
February 4. One is in animal hus- 
bandry and the other is in dairy 
farming, and each will last four 
weeks. Women and girls also may 
take these courses and often are en- 
rolled in them, sometimes along with 
their husbands. 

Information such as is available 
through study of this kind is es- 
pecially valuable when war _ needs 
nerease the demand for animal 
products such as meat and milk. The 
cost of an entire course may easily 
be saved on any farm. through 
knowledge obtained of better feed- 
ing practices. Not only are production 
ccsts reduced but feed is saved for 
other uses. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


Animal breeding and _ selection, 
and disease control are taught in 
both of these courses which are sep- 
arate and distinct. So much practi- 
cal information is crowded into each 
course that students find themselves 
completely ocupied in attempting to 
absorb it all. The dairy farming 
course must be completed before 
students may take training to be- 
come testers for dairy herd improve- 
ment associations, work which starts 
March 4. 

Expenses incident to taking one 
of these courses need not exceed $55. 
Further information and descriptive 
literature may be obtained by writ- 
ing A. Leland Beam, director of ag- 
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ricultural short courses, Dairy Build- 
ing, State College, Pa.

The Northern Indiana Holstein 
breeders sale held at Wanatah, Ind., 
on Nov. 19, 1941, proved to be a 
very satisfactory event.
